Remarks 

Receipt is acknowledged of the Office Action October 6, 2005. Applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of the foregoing 
amendment, and the remarks which follow. No new matter is added with the 
amendments, which are fully supported by the specification. 

Claims 1-3 and 25-28 have been canceled. Claims 12-24 were previously 
withdrawn from consideration in response to the Examiner's restriction requirement.

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 1 , 2, and 25-28 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0054523 to Mizugaki et al. 
(Mizugaki) in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,195,238 to Sato (Sato) and in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,141,287 to Mattausch (Mattausch). 
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Claim 3 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mizugaki in view of Sato and in view Mattausch and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 
5,991 ,223 to Kozaru et al. (Kozaru). 

In view of the amendments contained herein canceling claims 1-3 and claims 12- 
28, Applicant respectfully submits that the rejections of claims 1-3 and 25-28 are now 
moot and the application is in condition for allowance.
